Stronger Navy 
Placed High On 


House Must List 


WASHINGTON, March 
25.—(IP} 


—Placing a stronger navy high 
on the list of "must" legislation, 
.the house today pointed three of 
the major naval bills of the ses- 
sion toward passage. Most repre- 
sentatives believed they would al- 
most certainly be passed Wednes- 
day. 


These measures seek to build 
up Pacific naval ,bases and to 
supply enough officers and avia- 
tors for a fleet and air force be- 
ing lifted rapidly toward the max- 
imum power allowed by interna- 
tional arms agreements. All three 
carry an administration stamp. 


The bills seemed likely to be 
sandwiched between house con- 
sideration Thursday of a bill to 
prevent war time profiteering and 
approval by the military commit- 
tee Tuesday of a measure that 
would create powerful air bases 
to guard the nation's frontiers. 


A somewhat rocky road seem- 
ingly stretched before the anti- 
war profits bill, introduced 
by 


Chairman McSwain (D.-S. C.) of 
the military committee. 
McSwain himself said he look- 


ed for something of a battle over 
amendments, perhaps along the 
lines of proposals outlined before 
the senate munitions investigators 
last week.

And Ethiopians 


ROME, March 25.—(IP)—An offi- 
cial government communique to- 
day announced a new combat be- 
tween Italians and Ethiopians dur. 
ing the night of M^rch 23 with 
the death of one Ethiopian. 
The skirmish was fought on the 
frontier of the Italia-i colony of 
Eriterea. 
It was the first instance on the 
Eritrean frontier since the tension 
between Italy and Ethiopia began, 
the other incidents having occur- 
red on the frontier of Italian 
Somaliland. 
The communique said that while 
a frontier squadron of Eritreans 
under the command of an Italian 
brigadier were patroline the bor- 
der, it encountered a body of arm- 
ed Ethiopians 300 yards inside the 
border near Omager. 
The Ethiopians were said- to 
have answered the brigadier's no- 
tice to leave with rifle .fire. They 
fled after a skirmish, leaving be- 
hind one dead man 
and some 
weapons, 
The government said the Italian 
minister to Addis Ababa had been 
instructed to protest and to re- 
serve the right to present, later 
on. an account for reparations.

if political events now shaping up 
toward 1916 should lead to a third 
party campaign in which he takes 
a hand. 


Laughing over- former president 
Hoover's call for a milltint revival 
of the republican party, the Louis- 
iana dictator compared President 
Roosevelt and his predecessor to 
a couple of owls. 


"Hoover is a hoot owl and Roos- 
evelt is a scrootch owl," he snort- 
ed. 


"A hootowl bangs into the roost 
and knocks the hen clean off and 
catches her while' she's falling. 
But a scrootch owl slips into the 
roost and scrootchcs up to the 
hen and talks softly to her. And 
the hen just falls In love with her 
and the next thing you know 
there ain't . . hen!"

In an Interview with the Asso- 
ciated Press. Borah also suggested 
that the re-ai-ming of Germany 


j might, inste'ad of bringing war, 
lead to a more peaceful Europe. 
The interview, in which the Ida- 
hoan turned an experienced eye 
toward Europe, follows in question 
and answer form: 
Q. 
"Does Germany's re-arming 


mean a war within tho near fu- 
ture?" 
A. "A man takes some risk in 
attempting to prophesy what will 
happen in Europe within the near 
future or any time. But I have a 
very strong conviction that there 
is not going to be any war in Eu- 
rope within the near future, or 
within any reasonable time. 
"The Versailles treaty had 
al- 
ready been disregarded by the oth- 
er nations. Its military clauses had 
been disregarded and other condi- 
tions were developing that made 
it inevitable that Germany should

in widths of four or five rows at 
intervals of 20 rods except where 
"moving land" was encountered. 
This would have to be entirely

Paul Z. Maris of the relief ad- 


ministration, has prepared a plan 
for 
financing such a 
program 
throughout the Mid-West. 
This 
tentatively has been agreed upon 
by the FERA and the department 
of agriculture. 
The work would be done through

vancing loans of $1 an acre to 
land owners not eligible for pro- 
duction loans and not now. under 
rehabilitation plans.

on holding companies has 
aroused fears among offi- 
cials and 
investors 
which 


' may be exaggerated. 


Evidently it is' not the 


use but the abuse which is 
assailed, "A corporate in- 
vention which can give a 
few corporate insiders un- 
warranted and intolerable 
power over other people's 
money" ought to be limited 
in scope. 


Five years are 
allowed, 


under the proposed legisla- 
tion, fo:-. correction of abus- 
es. "Those utility companies 
which 
can 
justify them- 


selves as necessary for the 
functioning of the operating 
utilty companies" would be 
allowed to continue. To dis- 
interested 
outsiders 
that 


doesn't look unreasonable. 


Holding companies, that 


serve a useful purpose— 
if there are any — should

to 
prove 
it.

well as capitol hill engaged 
in thoughts of re-election.

tion rather than 
quarrels 


between the president and 
his congressional majority. 
In a second 
term, 
condi- 


tions are different; presi- 
dent and congress alike are 
more independent. 


So it was that Theodore 


Roosevelt's 
quarrels 
with 


congress came in his 1905- 
09 term as president. No 
sooner had he been elected 
in November, 1904, than 
the first President Roose- 
velt 
announced that 
he 


would not seek renomina- 
tion. From that time on he 
became more liberal and 
congress became more con- 
servative. He openly broke 
with Speaker Cannon, the 
most powerful republican 
in congress, quarreled with 
Senator Foraker of Ohio, 
one of the chief republican 
leaders of the senate', and 
even lost the 
support of 


Senator Lodge of Massa- 
chusetts, his political foster 
father, it might be said, 
when he was still a student 
at Harvard, Congress paid 
little attention to his rec- 
ommendations for 
federal 


regulation of corporations 
in 
interstate 
commerce, 


great laval expansion, reg- 
ulation of stock exchanges 
and for social security leg- 
islation. 


Finally, the first Presi- 


dent 
Roosevelt's 
quarrel 


with 
congress came to a 


head 
over secret 
appro- 


priations. 
On January 8, 


1909, by a 6 to 1 vote, 
the 
house

tial message on the subject.

Issuing money is a sov- 


ereign power—a 
preroga- 


tive of the sovereign. In this 
country the 
sovereign is 


Uncle Sam, acting through 
Congress 
and 
President. 


We have always been rath- 
er lax, though, in delegat- 
ing the sovereignty. 


There was a time, a cen- 


tury ago, when a l m o s t 
any bank, whether natio'n- 
al, state or private, could 
and did issue currency of 
its own. The resulting con- 
fusion and 
over-expansion 


of bank notes had much to 
do with the financial break- 
down of 1837. Then the is- 
suing power was tightened 
up somewhat. 


But even after the pass- 


age of the National Bank 
Act of 1864, national banks 
around the country were al- 
lowed individually to issue 
money, 
with 
government 


bonds as a base. This prac- 
tice started as a convenient 
means of financing the war, 
and has always had certain 
advantage^. But it tended 
toward irresponsibility and 
inadequate control, as did 
the issuance of money by 
state 
banks, 
a 
practice 


which long prevailed. 


Now all that is stopped. 


The federal government is 
recalling 
outstanding cur- 


rency issued 
by 
national 


banks, taking up the gov- 
ernment bonds on which it 
was 
based, 
and • retiring 


them with money from the 
"gold profit" of dollar de- 
valuation. Only the 12 Fed- 
eral Banks will be allowed 
now to issue currency, with 
the approval of the United 
States Treasury. Soon, per- 
haps, even they will be de- 
prived of this power, and 
money will be issued only 
by one central bank respon- 
sible to the United States 
Treasury. Which is as it 
should be.

In Highest Court 


LJTTLE ROCK. March 25.—(IPs 


—In a decision vital to the pro- 
tracted sharecropper-landlord con- 
troversy in Eastern Arkansas, the 
state supreme court today held 
that a tenant could not sue * 
landlord to enforce the 1934-35 cot- 
ton crop and acreage reduction 
contract entered Into between the 
landlord and the U. S. Department 
of agriculture. 
With this holding, 
the 
high 
court refuged 
to eusisiann U9HF 
court refused to issue an injunc- 
tion to prevent an alleged tenant 
eviction. 
The injunction had previously 
been 
refused bv the 
chancery 
court of Poinsett county where 
Winburn West, a tenant, and oth- 
ers, sued H. Norcross, a planta- 
tion owner, charging evictions in 
violation of the acreage reduction 
contract. 
The state supreme court, how- 
ever, said that the reduction con- 
tract was a contract between the 
federal government's agencies and 
the plantation owner in which the 
tenant was a third party free 
agent without legal recourse 
for 
enforcement of the contract. 
"Under section 7 of the reduc- 


tion contract." said the court, "no 
obligation is placed on the tenants 
to remain upon the farm and if 
they remain to cultivate the acre- 
age, they are left free to stay or 
go as they choose, x x x x 
No 
cause of action exists under the 
agricultural adjustment act's acre- 
age reduction contract in favor 
of the appellants 
(the 
tenants) 
and the trial court properly sus- 
tained the demurrer to the com- 
plaint." 


Charges of evictions of tenants 
have figured largely in the East- 
ern Arkansas plantation disputes, 
leading to demonstrations in con- 
nection with a movement for or- 
ganization of a tenant's union. 


Union officials recently charged 
violent threats and warnings to 
leave the area, following a visit to 
the section by Norman Thomas, 
soclalast leader, in behalf of the 
unionization movement.

DELIEVED READY TO 
FIGHT FOR POSITION 


CREATION OFNRA HAD TAK- 
EN CONSIDERABLE POWERS 


FROM FEDERAL BODY 


WASHINGTON, March 25.—(ff) 


—The federal trade commission, 
conceived 26 years ago to curb 
monopolistic 
and 
unfair 
trade 


practices and to permit a certain 
amount of business co-operation, 
may prove a factor In coming 
congressional battles over NRA. 


Empowered to establish codes 


of fair competition dealing with 
business practices but not labor 
conditions, the commission gave 
up almost all of this type of 
Tork when NRA was created. 


Some business interests 
have 


read into the commission's recent 
sharp criticism of NRA's steel 
code a determination to obtain 
for the agency the place in the 
sun foreseen by its designers. 


The commission never sought to 


enter the field of economic plan- 
ning as NRA has done with its 
price and production controls. 


If has been an important arm 


of NRA in making investigations 
regarding recovery code violators. 
NRA, 
however, has 
refrained 


from using the commission actual- 
ly to enforce the codes except in 
a few instances. 


The commission recently recom- 


mended a determination now of 
what 
constitutes 
restraint 
of 


trade, price-fixing and monopoly. 
It noted tendencies toward all of 
these in the steel code. 


It further urged that the gov- 


ernment p r o c e e d vigorously 
against unfair methods of com- 
petition. 


Legislative proposals before con- 


gress would greatly minimize the 
present powers of the commis- 
sion. An important proposal for 
the new law, not yet published, 
would so amend the commission 
act as to make it follow the lan- 
guage of the new NRA.

DURINGTHIS WEEK 


IF ANY CHILD OVERLOOKED 
PARENTS URGED CALL SUP- 


ERINTENDENT'S OFFICE 


The scholastic enumeration of 
the Corslcana Independent school 
district required by law and su- 
pervised by the board of education 
will be completed this week ac- 
cording to an announcement this 
morning by W. H. Norwood, su- 
perintendent of 
the 
Corsicana 


schools. 
If any child has been 


omitted f.'om the census, his pa- 
rents are requested to communi- 
cate with the superintendent's of- 
fice—phone 60J. The 
enumera- 


tion is vitally important to the 
welfare of the schools for the en- 
suing year because for every child 
counted the local schools will re- 
ceive a state apportionment of 
$16.50 with which to carry on 
teaching work next year. 


The ' .scholastic enrollment last 


year was 3,706 with 289 transfers. 


It is the desire of the board of 


education to have every child of 
proper age and who is a resident 
of the city of Corslcana listed 
in the enumeration. The enumer- 
ation has no connection with the 
state compulsory attendance law, 
Superintendent Norwood said. 


Some Usually Omitted. 
Each year it has , been found 
that in the following ways some 
children have inadvertently been 
omitted from the rolls and as pre- 
viously requested it is hoped that 
omissions coming under any of 
the 
following headings will be 


reported to the superintendent's 
office: 
1. Those who might have been 


out of the city during the census 
taking. 
2. Those moving to Corsicana 


since March 1. 
3. Children who will not be 18 


years old on or before next .Sep- 
tember. 1, and because of gradu- 
ation and other reasons are not 
now in school. 


4. Children under six years old 


who are not now in school, but 
intend to enter next year, be- 
cause they will be six years old 
on or before September 1. 


Outside Children. 


; Children who do not live in the 
city, but who are attending the 
Corsicana schools, now, or plan 
ito attend next year, must be en- 
umerated in the districts wherein 
they llv«i and a transfer must be 
requested before August 1. 


The children being counted In 
the census are thos« who were 
six years old on or before Sep- 
tember 1, 1935, or those who were 
under 18 years old oh of before 
September 
1, 
1935. 
Children 


born on or. before September 1, 
1917 or after September 1, 1929 
will not be counted. 


NRA's continuation In
